The news of the capture was first 


brought to Athens by one of the groems 
stationed on the road with a reUy of 
horses. The King and Queen are abecnt. 
traveling m the Island of the Arehipelajro 
end tho Prime Minister Zaimisin withthem 
The rest of the Ministers lield a Cabinet 
Council on bearing the news, and declared 
that a strong detachment of troops should 
bo sent out in pursuit of tho brigands. 
The order was given, and the troop* 
marched 'out of the town. But when the 
ladies arrived with Mr. Herbert's letter, 
Mr. Ertkme demanded that this order 
stiould be revoked, as only increasing the 
danger of the captives. The troops were, 
therefore, ordered hack. 


The following- morning a second letter 


arrived, addressed by Hie brigands them- 
selves to.Mr. Erakinc, the British Minis- 
ter, in which they stated that, having con- 
sidered the matter better, they raised the 
price of ransom to £10,000 for each .>£ 
their prisoners, and now demanded £5C/ - 
000 in all. 


To-day Lord Muncaetcr arrived himself, 


sent on parole, having pledged himself to 
send the money before Saturday, or return 
himself on that day if he liad-not succeed- 
ed in obtaining it, the rest of the captives 
being hostages for tho fulfillment of his 
promise. ^He .had come to 'a new settle- 
ment with tl»e brigands, who now cou- 
sented.to take £25,000 ii paid in gold be- 
fore S-iturday. He states Ei.m tlie brig- 
ands Kre 30 in number, belonging to the 
well-known band of Arvaritake, all young, 
hardy, daring-looking men.- The oldest 
amoni; them, the chief, is hardly more 
than 30 years of age. They treated their 
prisoners with every courtesy, end danced 
before them Greek national daunes for 
their amusement when they bivouacked 
during the day-time, but marched them 
nearly off their legs all night- On Monday 
night they had marched, incessantly up 
and down the ridges of Prjutelicus, without 
one moment's rest till morning, when they 
found themselves not very far from the 
place of their capture. They had been 
kept concealed in a deep ravine all vester- 
day (Tuesday), where the brigands had 
procured --iid roasted some lambs for their 
dinner. Ao Boon as darkness net in they 
had set off iigvin, and uuitjhed all night, 
finding, themselves in the morninjr at.the 
foot of the i<f p.»Hte h;)!, the PjtrnesCi hav- 
ing crossed Lhe whole of tho plain dividing 
the hill from the Pentelirn-.

' There he had left them :is avmnj-ed, with 
a guide provided by the bnmtnds, who 
aiui conducted him to a village," placed 
liim in a vilLisre cart hi charge o£ a village 
boy, and left him t*> be driven thus into 
Athens.
